Then a trial shipment of a. parti- 
eularly momentous character was 
effected. cherries, au delivate, tender 
fruit, were shipped 6,000) miles in a

Garden Market, In spite of the long

journey from) Liverpool to London, 
this fruit arrived with only a small 
wasted -entirely because 


while the flavour of the cherries was 
unimpaired by the cold. The cherries 
-of the pigeon heart variety--were 
large, of excellent flavour, and were 
pronounced by many experienced buy- 
ers to be sgme of the finest cherries, 
as regarded flavour and appearance, 
that had been seen on the market. 
This shipment was therefore a 
triumph, for not only did the fruit 
arrive sound but it sould relatively 
well. considering the state of matur- 
iy, at 7x. for a 10 Ib. box, while 
with a little more care in packing it 
would not have been difficult to 
realise as much as half-a-guinea for 
the fruit. The support of the Gov- 
ernment department and the con- 
Ndence of the shippers who venture 
tu export so delicated a fruit to such 
a distance, are proof of the spirit 
of enterprise prevalent in the Repub-+ 


| lie. 


After this shipment, and in the 
curly spring, a further shipment, of 
4 larger quantity, was effected. This 
lime the produce consigned conaist- 
ed of apples and onions, Unfortun- 
ately, the onions, though of good 
quality, arrived in a condition that 
was not entirely satisfactory, Also, 
at the time of arrival the market 
war very depressed; with Egyptian 
unions selling at 48. a bag, it was 
not possible to obtain more than 2s, 
a case for the Chilean produce. The 
result of the shipment was useful, 
nevertheless, in that it enabled an 
estimate of the advisability of con- 
signing Chilean onions to the Unit- 
ed Kingdom markets, and it was 
eventually decided that this was not 
a trade that could be recommended. 

Applen “Exemplary” 

The other part of the consignment 
coisisted of apples. These apples, 
bearing the brand of Lailhacar 
Hermanos of Santiago, were in every 
wuy exemplary, as was proved by 
the exhibition not only in the brok- 
erage ‘warehouses of the “White Ser- 
vice,” but also in the windows of 
Messrs. Shearn’s establishment in 
Tottenham  Court-road — universally 
known for the excellence of its pro- 
duce and for the “all-fruit” meals 
specially prepared therc.. Our illus- 
tration shows this exhibition of the 
Chilean fruit, in which it should be 
noted that one of the varieties shown 
was the Huidobro. This is a Chilean 
apple, bearing a Chilean name; and 
while the other varieties consigned, 
namely the chestnuts, Hoover, Rome 
Beauty and Yellow Newton, were in 
every way excellent, particular atten- 
tion was drown to the Huidobro. 
This apple, golden in colour like the 
Newton, and of excellent flavour, 
was very well received and the 
efforts made to populorise the fruit 
were very successful, in spite of the 
almost impossibility to a, Saxon 
tongue of pronouncing its name, 

The apples were large, of the type 
favoured in Chile itself and in the 
Argentine. The packing—American 
Standard—was, exemplary, and = it

Rescue Tug “Still Unsatisfactory ”

| nara have been written about the rescue tug “Kau Sing” both 
by the Harbour Master and the General Chamber of Commerce, 

not to mention the Press Jeader writers, whose ink has flowed freely 

during the last few months. 

The whole community cannot be experts on the subject of the 
best type of a rescue tug. That is just as well. The General Cham- 
ber of Commerce set a Committee of experts to work on the rescue 
tug before it was built, and all that they have produced is, in the 
words of the Harbour Master, a craft that is unsatisfactory owing 
to her single screw, th view of the fact that in confined waters, 
there ia no room for her to manoeuvre. This'resolves itself it into 
the stund taken by the Harbour Master in May, when he stated that 
the only procedure that he could recommend would be the selling of 
the “Kau Sing” as she stands at present and the building of a new 
tug with double screws. Commenting at the time on that recom- 
mendation we stated in these columns that, to the numerous 
examples of financial muddling and financial bungling in the past— 
sins of omission and sins of commission—there fall to be added the 
lamentable disclosures in regard to the rescue tug, “Kau Sing.” The 
building cost in the first place was only $250,000, we are reminded 
by the Harbour Master in his report to the Government. To-day 
the market value of the machinery is about $25,000—the word 
“only” is carefully avoided here—and to convert the vessel from 
steam single screw to motor single screw the tune of 
only $250,000 would eat up $380,000, and so, after spend- 
ing the public money to the tune of only $250,000, all 
that the Harbour Master can now say is, in effect, “sell the dashed 
white elephant and build a new rescue tug with twin screws.” 
Another $250,000 or another $500,000 owly is nothing: it is the public 
money; it is not coming out of cnly one individual pocket. Undo 
the blunder that was made in building a rescue tug, that has been 
found “very difficult to manage in typhoon weather,” heedless of 
the cost so long as one can play about with that significant word 
“only” in asking the Treasury for a big fat cheque. 

Jt would appear that so far as the rescue tug is concerned, in 
the multitude of counsel there may be wisdom, but it is as difficult 
to locate as a needle in a haystack. In any event, it would be in- 
teresting to know what the Harbour Master imagines would be got 
for the “Kau Sing” if sold as she stands to-day. And, if she could 
not be sold at a decent figure, are there not other uses to which she 
could be put in our own harbour with the view of having her always 
under steam and ready for any emergency? An expert, outside the 
Government and outside the General Chamber of Commerce's select 
few, stated a few months ago that it would be suicidal to sel] the 
“Kau Sing” and then waste the public’s money in building another 
tug. Even then the problem will not be solved, for whom ‘the new 
tug is built some other faults may be found' with it. “ 

Meanwhile the General Chamber of Commerce sticks by the 
considered opinions of its own expert Committee on whose report 
the rescue tug was built. The Harbour Master now agrees in some 


IS respects with the Chamber's rejoinder to his condemnation after 


the “Hsin Wah” disaster, but is emphatic in. characterising the 
rescue tug as unsatisfactory in confined waters for the purpose for 
which she was built. As, however, the Government had the last 
word in the placing of the.order for the rescue tug, it looks as if any 
blame must in the long run still rest on the shoulders of the Govern- 
ment. . : :

Correspondence in contem- 
poraries with regard to the

sum was asked. He now asserts 
“we never suggested that the 
authorities pay us one cent.” 
That is, indeed, a belated con- 
tradiction! All that we can say is 
that the Deputy Chairman does 


not seem to have been in posses- 


sion of all the data. He does not 
seem to know that the statement 
that a certain sum was asked was 
definitely mentioned at the time 
in nearly all the newspapers— 
and was not then challenged by 


'|the Deputy Chairman or by any 


other member of the Club. 
Doubtless the public will now pre-

A SPATE OF “LITERATURE” 


This week will witness 
abnormally busy time so far as 
the Legislative Council is con- 
cerned.

Surely it could have 
been possible to have released for 
publication one or both of the re- 
ports mentioned well in advance 
cf the Budket meeting, and thus 
afforded both Unofficial members 
and the community as a whole 
ample time to ponder over them, 
without the distraction of the 
Budget.

NEW LEGISLATION 


Accessories To And 
Abettors Of Crime 


IMPORTANT AMENDMENT 


A Bill intituled an Ordinance 
to amend the law relating. to: ac- 
cessories to and abettors of in- 
dictable offences is to be introduc- 
ed into the Legislative Council at 
next meeting. 

It ig stated under “Objects and 
Reasons” :— 

1, This Ordinance amends the law 
relating to accessories to and abet- 
tors vo: indictable offences. 

2. Sections 2, 3, 4, 5, and 7, are 
re-cnactmenta of sections 2 to 5 in- 
clusive and section 8 of Ordinance 
No. 3 of 1865, except that in each 
of these sections the words “Act or” 
are inserted before the word Ordin- 
ance. This amendment is important 
for such cases as that of piracy with 
acts endangering life, which is made 
a felony by 7 William IV. and 1 
Vict, c. BB. 

8. As remainder has been abolish- 


ed (see section 70 of Ordinance 9 of ' 


1899}, section 6 of Ordinance No. 3 
of 1865 has not been re-enacted, 

4, Section 6 of this Ordinance re- 
enacts section 7 of Ordinance No. 3 
of 1865. 

5. Section 13

Musical Ride 


A mounted display and musical 
ride by the Royal Scots Greys at # 
Border Agricultural Show north of 
the Tweed is thus described: 

In contrast to the uninteresting, 
if serviceable, khaki uniforms of 
the present time, the splendour of 
thirty-four men of the Musical Ride 
jn their pre-war full dress of tall 
bearskin head-dress, scarlet tunics 
and gold braid, with glitlering ar- 
coutrements and mounted on their 
beautiful grey horses is a sight to 
thrill even the most unemotional. 
Picture the arena in its summer 
green, empty save for the 
Hegimental Band with their scarlet 
uniform and gtittering instruments 
—at the entrance, just a peep of 
the Jeading horsemen—a cameo of 
scarlet and white. The atmosphere 
ia charged with expectancy. The 
signal is given and as the band 
bursts forth into its first stirring 
chords the scene changes with the 
stately advance of these proud 
Dragoons into the arena; a scinti]- 
Jalion of colour and prancing, head- 
tossing grey horses. 

For twenty minutes they move 
from figure to figure, in perfectly 
ordered but bewildering succession 
in time to the music-—now in single 
file—now as a revolving star—one 
moment halted, the next at the 
gallop. Then apparent confusion 
---someone has blundered—but no! 
in this seemingly terrible chaos 
order supervenes and the climax 
approaches. The horsemen are at 
the end of the arena; the band has 
stopped playing. 

From somewhere the clear notes 
of a trumpet call and send a shiver 
of excitement through the audience

A small dial 
with the same letters showing is 
displayed over each of the racing 
numbers of the riders, and under- 
neath are pads of paper numbers 
showing the number of laps the 
rider has to go, from which a sheet 
is torn eff as each lap is completed. 
As a competitor passes the various 
checking points around the circuit, 
a hand on the dial above his num- 
ber follows his movements, and, at 
the same time, loud-speakers an- 
nounce the time of passing. By 
this method a most graphic descrip- 
tion of the race keeps interest sim- 
mering from the start to the finish.

DIAMOND J 


A Famous Cycle 
Firm 

O: the many events which pass 
unnoticed in the motoring world 
there is one which is not yet too 
late to revall the Diamond Jubilee 
of the Humber concern. For it is 
now over 60 years since old Tom 
Humber, a Nottingham mechanic, 
made his first bicycle, Can any 
other company show a record of 
rontinuous manufacture for 50 Jong 
a period? 

Tom Humber's first bicycle was 
far removed from the cycler of to- 
day. Jt was a bone-shaker in real 
earnest, and was known as a 
“Dandy-Horse.” This machine, 
which took two months to build, 
had iron tyres on wooden wheels! 
It was, however, the fore-runner of 
the “ordinary” cycle, nick-named 


the “Penny-Farthing” on account | 
of its huge front wheel and tiny! 


rear wheel. 

In discussing Humbers' }iamond 
Jubilee, it is singularly apt that 
reference should be made to the 
first Diamond frame cycle—the 
eyele of to-day--invented and built 
by Tom Humber. This very 
machine, which the manufacturer 
himself rode until his death, is now 
in the Castle Museum, Nottingham, 
where it is shown as an object 0 
exceptional interest and a per- 
manent relic 
struction. 

Thriving years followed the in- 
troduction of the “Safety” cycle, 
and in 1890 we find the catalogue 
of “Humber & Co. Ltd.” (with a 
London depot), detailing a large 
range of models. Several of these 
were equipped with “anti-vibra- 
tors” to the front forks. Examina- 
tion of the mechanical details of 
these devices shows that they were 
no jess than spring forks—to dis- 
appear, later, from the pedal cycle, 
but to be standardised throughout 
the world on motor cycles. The 
prices of the machines, incidental 
ly, were in the neighbourhood of 
£20; allowing for the cost of living 
in the ‘nineties, this is roughly 
equivalent to the present price of a 
Humber motor cycle. 

1f not actually the firat British 
manufacturers to market a motor 
car, Humbers were certainly 
amongst the earliest, and were the 
only firm with 80 
perience of road vehicles. The first 
car, a & hep. Humberette, was in- 
troduced in 1900, and in 1910, when 
the founder of the firm died, several 
then up-to-date models were made. 


In 1914 Humbers were manufactur- | 


ing a very popular 10 h.p. car, but 


\ on the outbreak of hostilities the 


works were reorganised for the 
production of fuses, shells, aero en- 
gines and, later, complete sero- 
planes. 

Since 1918 the history of the con- 
cern is known to most motorists, if 
only by the excellent cars, motor 
cycles and eycles giving service in 
all parts of the world. The 1929 
range of cars, consisting aa it does 
of 9 h.p. four-cylinder, and 16 and 
20 h.p. six-cylinders, is in keeping 
with the company’s reputation. A 
proof of the Increasing popularity 
of these cars 
that a few weeks after Baster saw 
a production which was 0 record in 
the history of the company. 

Sixty years ago fom Humber 
built bone-shakors in a Nottingham 
ahod; to-day, the worka of Humber, 
Ltd., in Coventry, cover upwards of 
24 acres of ground. The Diamond 
Jubilee has come 
behind {t a record of which any 
manufacturer might well be proud.

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Both-To-Blame Acci- 
dents Discussed

| "Phe number of ways in which nccl- 
dents can happen on 4 road may be re- 
garded as without limit. For the pur- 
pose of liability for damage, however, 
lawyers have to sort them into classes. 
Some, no doubt, arc possible which no 
human core or foresight could pre- 
vent; for example, an earthquake might 
shake a rond and cause two cars care- 
fully driven to come into collision. In 
this, cnse the loss is borne where it 
falls, though the rule might be bard 
on the owner of the smaller and more 
fragile vehicle. The case where the 
diver of one vehicle is wholly to blame 
presents no difficulty except that of de- 
ciding the fact, and the position is 
much the same in the case of the swerve 
of one vehicle into another to avoid 
killing a child or an animal which has 
suddenly run on to the road. More 
complicated and very common is the 
case—recently the subject of an in.port- 
ant decision—in which both drivers 
(or driver and pedestrian, 38 the case 
may be) are at fault. In actions where 
thia is alleged the defendant raises the 
legal plea of “contributory negligence,” 
and lawyers can turn up scores of such 
cases in their books.

The Conquest of the 
Nankou Pass 


Like Alexander, an explorer com- 
plained recently that there were no 
more world to conquer. The Mor- 
ris-Commercial Six Wheeler, how- 
ever, does not appear to suffer 
from this handicap. 

After its triumphal defeat of the 
Kalahar! Desert, the “worst de- 
gert in Africa,” this remarkable 
machine has now tackled the moun- 
tainous desolation of Northern 
China, and has once again demons- 
trated its ability to overcome “the 
seemingly impossible and vain.” 

The Nankou Pass forms the sole 
outlet from China into Mongolia. 
The Chinese believe that a road ex- 
ists over the mountains at this 
point, If the rock-strewn bed 
of a mountain torrent over 
which no motor-vehicle had 
hitherto ever passed without being 
unladen and propelled by human 
power can he described as & road, 
then the Chinese are correct in 
their belief, The tireless coolie, 
the broad-footed Bactrian camel, 
and the sturdy mule-drawn native 
carts are the sole users of this 
“highway.” 

In April a Morris-Commercial 
Six Wheeled lorry, with ten passen- 
gera and a load of over 3,000 Ibs., 
get out from Peking to attempt the 
climb to the Pass. By fitting sin- 
gle tyres in place of double, 
the track was reduced to little 
more than that of the ordinary cart 
track of 4 ft. The wisdom of this 
plan bore its fruit on the Pass, for 
in many places there was only just 
room to squeeze through. The 
foot of the climb was reached in 
three hours. At the end of an- 
other three hours the Morris-Com- 
mercial lorry stood within the 
shadow of the Great Wall of China 
and the Nankou Pass was con- 
quered.

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INSURANCE 


The Knock-For-Knock 
Rule 


In the article by a lawyer jn 
“Truth” on the ability for damages. 
in “both-te-blame accidents” re- 
ference was made to the knock-for- 
knock rule of the insurance com- 
panies in disposing of claims. 
This matter has since been brought 
into prominence by # dccision of 
Judge Moore in the Southwark 
County Court in a case in which 
the owner of s motor-car sued 
the owners of a motor-van. It 
was not contended that the plain- 
tiff was at fault, but the claim was 
opposed on the ground that he had 
refused to divulge the nume of his 
insurance company——a condition 
on which the defendant’s insurance 
company insisted. His Honour 
gave judgment for the plaintiff, 
holding, of course, that he was 
under no obligation whatever, to 
say with what company he was 
insured or, indeed, whether he was 
j insured at all. 
Nothing Surprising 

There was nothing surprising in 
the decision; the only surprising 
thing is that anybody should have 
supposed that such a defence could 
succeed, But though it is clear 
that a disclosure of the informa. 
tion cannot be enforced. jt ig by 
no means so clear that it ought 
always to be refused, As a rea- 
son for refusal it is said that a 
motorist nol at fault in an accid- 
ot may be deprived of his no- 
claim rebate; but — that ig 
not usually so if his  com- 
pany is really satisfied that he was 
not at fault. The difficulty is that 
in sv many cases, though a motor- 
ist honestly believes that he was 
blameless, the evidence might lead 
impartial persons—such a3 a jury 
—to a different conclusion. 

The Whole Object 

The whole object of the knock- 
for-knock agreements, under which 
damages for an accident are divid- 
ed between the insurance com- 
panies concerned, is to avoid 
litigation and reduce to a mini- 
mum the cost of dealing with 
claims. it is obvious that this 
system of friendly settlements 18 
for the benefit of motorists. Liti- 
gation is expensive, and actions 
or arbitrations over endless accid- 
ent claims which are now disposed 
of on the knock-for-knock principle 
would be bound to entail a subs- 
tantial addition to insurance pre- 
miums. The reports and accounts 
of the companies show that, owing: 
to the constant increase of claims. 
the rates charged for motor insur- 
jance even now yield, only a very 
narrow margin of profit.

A TEST RUN. 


Car Of Extraordinary 
Interest 


An indication of the success 
American cars are meeting in 
‘establishing mew standards of per- 
formance and comfort in overseas 


a test run in a new Studebaker 
Commander Wight, written by a 
British motoring authority for “The 
Autocar” of London. 

“The Commander," wriles this 
authority, “ds an extraordinarily 
interesting = car. lt is a really 
comfortable conveyance in which to 
travel without fatigue. tf 
what so many cars uf this type do 
not poasess,--namely Sbe power to 
make the journey swiftly, and the 
to interest the enthusiastic 
as well as the average 


power 
driver 
motorist.” 

Commenting on The Commander's 
power and smoothness in high gear, 
he writes, “probably it is ag near 
a single speed car as it is possible 
ta attain. In top gear all the 
ordinary hills of a day's run are 
most easily surmounted. It is 
nol a question, tov, of having to 
rush hills to display the car’s top- 
gear perfortyance, This Studebaker 
can be taken gently up a 1 in 10 
gradient (den per cent.) with its 
full load, and will then go on up, 
weelerating the whole way, in a 
manner thal suggests a big express 
train on the level. 

“The second great point of the 
car is that at cruising speed there is 
really no sign of the engine. 
Nothing mechanical seems to be 
propelling the car. 

“Tho car exactly equalled the 
time taken by a fast sports car 
over a particular journey 60 miles 
long without coming within 20 
miles per hour of the sport car's 
maximum speed, As to ils own 
high speed, the upper end of the 
Commander's range is well outside 
anything the average driver wants. 

“The brakes are good, the clutch 
very ideal, and the springs absorb 
road shocks admirably. Steering 
is so light ax to be definitely worth 
having in traffic. Front seat ad- 
justment works well. There is 
plenty of room, for the front 
cushion is 8 feet, 2 inches wide and 
the rear cushion 3 feet, 11 inches 
wide with arm resta at each side.” 

Studebaker reports that Com- 
mander sales have increased 64 per 
cent. over last year. This com- 
pany now leads in the manufacture 
and sale of eight cylinder cars.

SOME “DON'TS” 


For Motor Cycle 
Riders 


Don't “blind” at all during the 
first few hundred miles with a new 
machine, give the engine a fair deal 
--and then reap the benefit. 

Don't omit to give the engine a 
generous supply of oil during the 
running-in period. 

Don't try to change gear without 
using the clutch. 

Don't forget to “rev.” the engines 
slightly, with the clutch well out, 
when changing down, and— 

Don't forget momentarily to close 
the throttle and flick the clutch out 
when changing up. 

Don't forget that such things as 
over head valve rockers, gear 
boxes, chains, and hubs require 
lubrication. Follow the makers’ 
instructions. 

Don’t, when ordering spare parts, 
fail to give details as to the 
machine for which they are requir- 
ed. Always quote frame and en- 
vine numbers. 

Don't neglect your electric light- 
ing set. Don’t overcharge, and, on 
the other hand never let the ac- 
cumulator run right down. Again, 
follow the makers’ instructions. 

Don’t pull things to pieces just 
to “see how they work”; or, if you 
must, make a note of the order in 
which you dismantled the various, 
parts. 

Don't let everything get out of 
adjustment, because trouble makes 
trouble; for instance, a badly ad- 
justed clutch might easily result in 
damage to the gear dogs. 

Don't cut corners, and don’t 
corner so fast that you would be 
unable to pull up on meeting any 
obstruction which may be round 
the bend. 

Don’t try to cross wet tramlines 
at too fine an angle, especially if 
your machine has small tyres. 

Don't brake or accelerate violent- 
ly on greasy roads. Apply the 
front brake slightly before the rear 
brake. 

Don't be afraid to use your gear 
box. Conversely, don’t indulge in 
an unneceseary amount of low gear 
work, which makes for noipe. 

Don't. forget that even compara- 
tively slight noise can have very 
grave effects whore serious illnoss 
is concerned; therefore, drive with 
every consideration when near hos- 
pitals, : : 

Don’t alter your diraction in. any 
way without first giving’ a hand 
signal. 

“Don't oxpect the — point-duty 
polleeman to bea thought-réador. 
Signal your intonded direction. 

Don't allow your sidecar: passen- 
ger to do any handslgnalling unless 
he-or sho ‘knows (a) how to slgnal 
and (b). whore you intend to. no.

Unsuccessful Application in Ex 
Parte Action 


On behalf of the plaintiffa, the 
Wah On Hong firm, sugar = mer- 
chants, No. 6, Bonham-strand West. 
Mr. F. C. Jenkin, C.B.E. (instructed 
by Messrs, Ruas & Co.) applied 
under section 386 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure, in the Supreme 
Court (Original Jurisdiction) yes- 
terday, for immediate execution 
against the defendants, the Yuen 
Loi firm and Lam Kam-cheng, 
managing partner therein, mer- 
chants, No. 82, Connaught-road 
West, 1st floor. 


His Honour the Chief Justice 
(Sir Henry Gollan, C.B.B.) observ- 
ed “I don’t think J] have ever been 
asked for that before.” (It is to 
be noted that Sir Henry was ap- 
pointed Chief Justice of Hong Kong 
in 1924 and arrived in the Colony 
on October 15 of that year). 


“Delay of a Few Days 


His Lordship enquired as to the 
grounds for the application, Mr. 
Jenkin outlined hia instructions on 
this point and made certain allega- 
tions against the defendant firm. 
“To-day being Saturday,” he add- 
ed, “your Lordship’s order will save 
a delay of a few days.” 

On his Lordshdip expressing dis 
approval, counsel stated that orders 
for immediate execution were made 
“very, very frequently” in the 
Summary Jurisdiction of the Court. 
To this his Lordship replied by re- 
peating hia remarks and continued 
“T don’t see why I shouldn’t give 
it in every case in which 1 give 
judgment.” 

Counsel then submitted that 
there was nothing in the section 
to indicate particular reasons and 
grounds for the making of such an 
order. His Lordship: “No, I can 
either refuse or grant it. But it 
might have an effect on bankruptey 
proceedings.” 

Order refused. 

The Claim 


Proceedings were ex parte. An 
adjournment had been granted 
from August 26 to enable plaintiffa 
to comply with what his Lordship 
termed “these extraordinary pro- 
visions” of section 298 of the Code, 
relating to the service of docu- 
ments. 

Plaintiffs alleged that defendants 
entered into two separate con- 
tracts with them, on March 3 and 
10, 1929, for the purchase of “Java 
24 coarse sugar,” one of the condi- 
tions being that delivery was to 
be effected in a lunar month from 
notice being given of arrival of the 
goods in Hong Kong godown. 

The statement of claim further 
alleged that the contract price for 
2,000 bags (3,300 piculs) was $7.83 
per picul; and for 500 bags (825 
piculs) was $8.33 per pieul; that 
the 2,500 bags were sold at $7.30 
per picul; leaving a difference of 
$2,598.76; to which had to be added 
storage at 5 cents per picul and 
puctioneer’s fee of $26, making a 
total of $2,830 (damages suffered 
by plaintiffs). Tt was claimed that 
defendants failed to take delivery 
ag stipulated. 

Evidence Called 


Mr. Cheung Kwok-wing, clerk to 
Messrs. Russ & Co., gave evidence 
of service of documents on Messra. 
Hastings, Dennys & Bowley, who 
were on the record as solicitors for 
the defendants. 

Mr. Chan Yik-din, managing 
partner of the. plaintiff firm, also 
gave evidence. 
Jenkin’s opening as to the two con- 
tracts with defendants.

ACTRESS WIFE 


Cleveland (Ohio), Yesterday. 

Thé famous Australian explorer, 
Sir George Hubert Wilkins, has 
married the Australian actress, 
Miss Suzanne Bennett—Reuter. 

(Sir Hubert Wilkins, who com- 
manded the Detroit Artic Expedi- 
tion of 1926-27, and was leader of 
the Wilking Australia and Islands 
Expedition for the British Museum 
(Natural History) from 1923-25, is 
41 years of age. He was photogra- 
phie correspondent with the Tur- 
kish troops during the Balkan War 
in 1912, and was second in com- 
mand of Stefansson’s Party in the 
Canadian Arctic Expedition of 
1918-17. In May 1917, he was 
granted a commission in 
Australian Flying Corps, and later 
was seconded to the Military His- 
tory Department as official photo- 
grapher, to the close of the War, 
being mentioned in despatches. In 
1919 he was navigator of the Black- 
burn Kangaroo Aeroplane, England 
to Australia flight, and was second 
in command of the British Imperial 
Antarctic Expedition of 1921, In 
the following year he joined the 
Shackleton-Rowett Quest Expedi- 
tion as naturalist. Sir Hubert 
Wilkins has written to great deal 
on natural history and on his ad- 
ventures in the Polar regions. }

Mr Chu ‘Chang-nien 
to Go North 


TRIBUTE TO HIS WORK 

lt is learned that Chairman Chen 
Ming-shu and My. Chu Chang-nien, 
the High Adviser to the Provincial 
Government of Kwangtung, will 
shortly be leaving Canton for a visit 
to Shanghai and Nanking, where 
they ‘are to confer with the high 
authorities on matiers concerning 
this province. 

Mr. Chu has been in Canton for 
several months and, although the 
public has not heard much of him, 
in his quict, unobtrusive way he has 
accomplished much for the good of 
this province. 

Minister Chu Chang-nien, who is 
China’s Minister Plenipotentiary to 
Sweden and Norway, is a native of 
Kiangsu Province and educated in 
England at the University of Bir- 
mingham. He has held various posts 
at home and abroad and was one 
time Secretary to the Legation in 
London. The year before last, he was 
appointed Adviser to the Ministry 
of Communications of the National 
Government. 

An Able Representative 


When he was Councillor, last year, | 


in the Foreign Office at Nanking he 
assisted Dr, C. T. Wang, the Foreign 
Minister, in many of the important 
negotiations. He ably represented 
Dr. Wang in the negotiations for 
the settlement of the British Nan- 
king Incident with Sir Sidney Barton 
and the British Tariff Treaty with 
Sir Miles Lampson and also other 
Treaties. : 

Since April last, he has remained 
here under instructions from the 
Central Government, and was ap- 
pointed High-Adviser to the Provin- 
cial Government of Kwangtung. 

Future Undecided 

Whether Minister Chu will short- 
ly proceed to take up his post in 
Europe or return to Canton will, we 
understand, be decided upon his 
arrival in the Capital. 

Mra. Chu Chang-nien, who fg ac- 
companying her husband, was 
educated in America and is a 
daughter of Mr. Tong Shao-yi, the 
veteran diplomat—Canton Gazette.
